Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
references, either singularly or in combination, teach or fairly suggest means for 
determining the stem width; and means for, if the stem width is at least one coarse grid 
cell moving the stem with rounded width a minimum distance so that at least one of the 
stem hint edges aligns with a parallel coarse cell edge as recited in independent claims 1, 
10,18, 25, and 39 or wherein the unbiased-stems policy considers stem spread when 
determining stem placement as recited in independent claims 6, 23, and 35.
